Dear Ms. Best: 

This letter responds to your May 30, 2019, Freedom of Information Act request to the Defense 
Nuclear Facilities Safety Board (tracking number FY 19-14) for copies of records generated 
between January 1, 2009, and January 1, 2019, that concern the hacker movement/collective, 
“Anonymous,” or the practice of “hacktivism.” 

A thorough search of the agency’s files located twenty-two records that are potentially 
responsive to your request. Seventeen of those documents originated outside of the DNFSB, and 
we have referred them to those agencies for review and direct response to you. (Copies 
attached.) Upon review, I find that the remaining five records, i.e., those that originated in the 
DNFSB, are responsive to your request and should be released in their entirety. Accordingly, 
you will find unredacted copies of those five documents attached to this letter. 

You have the right to file an administrative appeal within ninety (90) days of your receipt of this 
letter. Your appeal must be in writing, be clearly marked with the words, “Freedom of 
Information Act Appeal,” and be addressed as follows:

By filing an appeal, you preserve your rights under FOIA and provide the Board an 
opportunity to review and reconsider both your request and its decision.
